INTENSE EXCITEMENT IN TENNESSEE, 


The Governor Declares the Lease For- 
feited and Invalid—Indignation 
at His Action. 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 16.—(Special.) 
The expected attack on the convict stock- 
ade at Oliver Springs was made this morn- 
ing. It resulted in a fight and the miners 
were whipped for the first time in the his- 
tory of the mine troubles in Tennessee. 

Oliver Springs, a little mining village, is 
across the mountafn from Coal Creek and 
Briceville. The distance over the mountain 
is only six miles, while by rail around it 
is twenty-five miles. Coal Creek depot is 
on the main line of the Knoxville and Ohio 
railroad, thirty-one miles north of Knox- 


The Coal Creek mines and the Briceville 
mines are up a spur track, which extends 
back six miles, there being mine openings 


all along the spur. At Clinton, twenty-one 


miles north of Knoxville, there is a rail- 
road, which leaves the main line of the 
Knoxville and Ohio and goes to Harriman, 
where it connects with the Queen and Cres- 
cent line for Cincinnati. It is thirty-five 
miles from Clinton to Harriman. The 
Oliver Springs depot is just half way be- 
tween Harriman and Clinton. 

All day yesterday the miners at Oliver 
Springs and Coal Creek were engaged in 
disaussing the mine trouble. They did no 


work and 
Every Man Was Armed. 


The men were in communication with 
each other by runners across the mountain. 
Tiey planned the attack on Oliver Springs, 
where there were no militiamen and only 
forty guards. If successful there they 


- hoped to so terrorize the garrison at Coal 


Creek that it would capitulate before the 
attack ofall the miners of the district com 


bined. 6 

This morning at 5 o’clock Captain Ferris, 
in command of the guards at. Oliver Springs, 
discovered that the stockade was surrounded 
b miners. The men had taken position on 
two woody eminences which surrouand the 
stockade. The leader of the miners shouted 


che guards to surrender and give up the 
- convicts. : 
obtain Ferris replied: Come and get 


us, 

The leader shouted, All right, G—d d—n 
you, we'll take you.“ 

The battle then began. From almost ev- 
ery direction the balls rained in upon the 
guards. They were well protected by the 
stockade. They had the convicts also well 
sheltered from any rifle balls. While part 
of the guard kept the convicts from stamped- 
ing the others poured shot after shot 
into the woods where the miners held po- 
sition. , 

Hundreds of shots had been fired, but th 
guard remained firm. Finally the miners 
seemed to think that a storming of the 
stockade would be successful and a number 
of the more bold dashed out of the woods 
and into an open space not more than a hun- 
dred yards from the fort. 

They went no further and a number of 
those, in the attack, fell. A flag of truce 
went up from the woods then and the guard 
ceased firing. The leaders of the miners 
said that they wished to carry off the 
wounded. They were assured they could 
come to the stockade and not be hurt, pro- 
vide the miners did not fire. The guards 
were fearful of treachery. When one fel- 
low came in easy rauge he was covered by 
rifles. The miners were then allowed to 
carry off those wiv were wounded or killed. 
Before they left they Pelare they would 
get more and come back and “wipe out“ 
the guards. 

It is not kuown how many, if any, of the 
miners were hurt. There is a rumor here

means of verifying the report, as all tele 
graph wires are cut. Reports differ as to 
the number of men in the attacking party. 
A railroad brakeman, who came in this 
afternoon, said there were 700. The mi-

This afternoon at 3 o’elock a special 
train left here for Oliver Springs to relieve 
the beseiged guards. There were only 
twenty-eight men on board and they were 
in charge of Major Chandler, of the Third 
regiment and, though a beardless boy, he 
has had considerable experience and is 
cool and plucky to the last. He will fight 
to kill, beyond a doubt, if necessary. 

The train was run through very rapidly 
and reached Oliver Springs safely. Beyond 
this nothing is known, as at 5 o'clock or 
within a few minutes after the train reach- 
ed Oliver Springs

Passengers in a Terrorized Condition. 

The engineer was then forced to couple 
to some Coal Creek cars and take the 
miners to Oliver Springs. They refused 
to pay fare or to do anything else except 
at their own sweet will. 

Chief Train Dispatcher Zeigler, under 
the orders of his superiors, has abandoned 
all. trains on the Knoxville and Ohio to- 
night. 

The mobs at Coal Creek, Clinton, Jellico, 
Oliver Springs and other places have placed 
dynamite under the railroad rails to prevent 
the running of trains. This 1s doge to keep 
the military out. It is reported here that 
several companies have taken another 
route from Chattanooga. They 
will go up the Chattanooga Southern 
to Harriman. As they cannot get by rail 
from there to Oliver Springs, as their road 
is torn up with dynamite and all wires cut, 
they will have a walk of seventeen miles if 
they foot it to Oliver Springs. 

Miners are pouring in that place by the 
hundreds. Much anxiety is felt for that 
little company of national guards of twenty- 
eight which reached there at 5 o’clock p. 
m. The south-bound train from Cincii- 
nati via Oliver Springs, due here at 10:30 
o’clock tonight, has been abandoned at Har- 
riman. This is a mail train. It could not 
get through and the passengers have been 
sent by way of Chattanooga and will be 
brought here tomorrow. 

Citizens of Knoxville are highly indignant 
at the dilly-dally course of the governor. 
There is talk of petitioning the president 
for help. 

At Jellico. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon an armed mob 
of several hundred took possession of an 
engine at Jellico and made the conductor 
and firemen run it to suit themselves. Jelli- 
co is right on the Kentucky line and the 
mob was composed of miners from both 
states. They coupled up some coal cars and 
started south. They stopped at all mines 
along the route and gathered additional 
armed miners. At 9:20 o'clock tonight 
they reached Coal Creek, where they were 
met by others. Their arrival was greeted 
with cheers. They proposed going on to 
Clinton and then to Olivers. They swear 
to kill every soldier and guard. It is pos- 
sible that they will remain at Coal Creek. 
As it is they will be running in the face of 
all trains so far as they know. Still it 
is probable that they have heard that the 
trains have been annulled at Jellico. Tele- 
grams are sent via Chattanooga and Junc- 
tion City, Ky., to Jellico. In this way the 
train orders were given at the Jellico ter- 
minus of the Knoxville and Ohio road to 
annul trains. As the miners have posses 
sion of all telegraph offices they force the 
operator to tell them of any message.

‘he state has paſd under protest about 
twenty-five thousand dollars, expenses inci- 
dental to the release of the prisoners last 
year thut should huve been paid by the les- 
sees, aud the state claims that the lessees 
owe this mount and will bring suit to re- 
cover. The rental is due quarterly under 
the contract. Another violation is the re 
fusal to receive and provide for the ¢onvicts 
brought here from Tracy City and Inman. 
The Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Con 
pany has practically abandongd the lease. 
‘hey have ordered the damaged stockade at 
Inman torn down and Saturday morning 
refused to repair or pay the expense of re 
turning a failroad convict to his home, as 
the contract requires, 

In an interview today Governor Buchanan 
said: I shall declare the lease void. Why? 
Because the other branch prisons have been 
wiped out and the lessees have refused to 
have anything to do with the convicts. Ev- 
ery political party is against it. It may be 
called cowardly and illegal, but it is the 
only thing that can be done now.” Vice 
President Baxter says this would not make 
any difference to the company. The state 
will be put to an expense of $150,000 a 
* in 1 the convicts until another 
ease is effected. Under the lease law, the

in the Campaign Now Waging in South | 


Carolina, 
HOW BEN TILLMAN CAMPAIGNS 


And How He Is Met by the Men 
Who Oppose Him. 


— 


MANY ARE THE EXOITING SCENE 


Some of.the Times When There Has Al- 
most Been a Personal Encounter—Side- 
lights of These South Oarolina Days. 


Spartanburg, S. C., August 16.—(Special.) 
The most exciting and bitterest political con- 
test South Carolina has known since the 
campaign of 1876 will come to an end on 
the 30th. 

On that day primaries will be held in 
the various counties. The condition of af- 
fairs at present would inélicate that Gov- 
ernor Tillman will carry two-thirds of the 
counties and capture the democratic nomi- 
nation. 

In South Carolina under the present 
condition of affairs a democrati¢ nomina- 
tion is equivalent to an election. Although 
there are 140,000 negro voters in the state 
to 100,000 white voters, the negroes do 
not vote. 

Two years ago when Tillman won the 
democratic nomination over General Earle, 
the old line straightout democrats of the 
state who have controlled its affairs po- 
litical since 1876, when the state was re 
trieved from negro republican rule, afte? 
a campaign which was bathed in blood 
put out what they termed a straightout 
democratic ticket. They attempted to mass 
the negro vote against the Tillman ticket, 
but even with such encouragement the 
South Carolina negro would not vote. In- 
deed since 1876, when the bloody race 
riots occurred in several of the counties, 
the negro has taken but little interest in 

litics. 

Vhus Tillman is quite certain to succeed 
himself as governor. 
A Political Genius. 

Ben Tillman is a political genius, He 
is forty-five years of age and a farmer. 
He has never been anything else but a 
farmer and a very poor one at that. His 
farm is in Edgefield county. The land 
is good but Ben has never given that at- 
tention to farming which is necessary to 
success. He has preferred to go about 


making speeches and telling other men how. 


to make cotton and ccrn. 

Tillman lost an eye in 1865, the result 
ofgsome disease. The lids of the lost eye 
are closed together and give that side of 
his face a scowling expression. His face 
is clean shaven, his chin square with a 
heavy jaw, and when excoriating an op- 


on the stamp his face has a deter- 


mined bulldog appearance. Tillman is not 
a pretty mah. Indeed his face would con- 
vict him before a jury of strangers with- 
out a scintilla of evidence. But that face 
has his been fortune. Without it he per- 
haps would not be governor of South Caro- 
lina today. The farmers like the tenaclons- 
ness and boldness of his face. He is ugiter 
than the ugliest of them and they love him 
for it. 

Ben Tillman was always popular in bis 
home county. There was not a braver boy 
in it than he. None ever went to Ben Till 
man for a fight and failed to get it. Few 
ever came out other than second best. In 
1876 when the Hamburg and Ellington 
riots occurred Ben Tillman rode at the 
head of the red-shirt brigade and his com- 
mand saved the lives of many whites, 
though perhaps a few blacks were sacri- 
ficed in the cause. 

Farmore’ Movement. 

About six years ago Ben Tillman com- 
menced advocating through the newspapers 
the establishment of an agricultural col- 
lege for the boys of the farmers in thé 
state. Then he took the stump proclaiming 
that the men who had been in control of the 
state for many years had not trented the 
farmers with the justice it had accorded 
other classes. He started what was 
known as the “farmers’ movement” which 
culminated in 1890 in his coming out as 
the farmers’ candidate for governor of the 
state. His opponent was General Earle, 
of the old aristocratic family of that name 
in the state. The Hamptons, the But- 
lers, the Bonhams, the Aldriches, the Ha- 
goods and all the old-time leaders of the 
state arrayed themselves against Tillman. 
Indeed no man who has ever been promnii- 
nent or conspicuous in the state was with 
Tillman. But boldly he started out to or- 
ganize. and control the farmers. He in- 
vited his opponents to joint debate, but on 
the stump none could be found to equal 
him. He is an orator and an actor. He 
can take up an opponent before an audi- 
ence and tears him limb from limb, so to 


square to the mark every time. The mort 
delicate expressions are apparently un- 
known to him. If he has been misrepresented 
he boldly characterizes his accuser as a 
liar, and he stands ready at all times to 
fight for any statement he may make. He 


n severely and 
are just as nervy as he. Had it not been 
for these men the campaign would, perhaps, 
have progressed smoothly, but they are ag- 
gressive and sevéral times each of them have 
been on the verge of personal combat with 


The campaign from its beginning has been 
one of friction, denunciation and disorder. 
Riots and bloodshed have been narrowly 
averted at several meetings. Pistols have 
been drawn and flourished in the air. Meet- 
ings have been broken up in disorder. The 
speakers have been howled down. Indeed, 
the candidates on both sides have taken 
their lives in their Own hands, so to speak, 
throughout the contest. Tillman bas more 
than once during the contest looked into the 
barrel of a pistol and Youmans has felt the 
cold muzzle of a revolver pressed into his 
ear. 


The Firat Great Excitement. 


The first exciting meeting was several 
weeks ago in Florence. A great cartoon 
of Tillman running from Sheppard labeled 
“The Rout of the Great Bamboozler,” was 
hoisted upon the stand by a brawny Shep- 
pardite. It acted like the proverbial red rag 
before the bull upon the Tillmanites. With 
a howl of rage they rushed for tle stand 
to tear it down, but the Sheppardites got 
there with them. The brawny fellow hold- 
ing the banner raised @ hickory club above 
his head and cried he would brain the first 
man who approached. The chairman of the 
meeting, a Tillmanite, jumped upon a chair, 
reached for his revolver and cried above the 
din, “That banner’s got to go. Come on, 
boys, if they want blood they can get it.“ 

But the brawny Sheppardite with his club 
guarding the banner had a dampening effect 
upon the ardor and courage of the Tillman 
folks for a moment. They halted for con- 
sultation and in the ſuterim Colonel You- 
mans requested that the banner be taken 
down. In deference to his wishes it was 
quietly removed. 1 

But the incident had stirred the crowd 
up and both sides were ready for a fight. 

During the speeches Tillman referred to 
his former opponent, Harle, as a man of 
more character than any of the crowd now 
oppposing him. To this Youmans asked if he 
meant to say his present epponents were 
men without character, 

Tillman retorted that he had meant just 
what he said and was responsible for it and 
went right on. In a few moments he said 
something which Youmans understood was 
a modification of his former statement. 

“Then you mean to modify your former 
statement,“ interrupted Youmans. 

Tillman quickly turned and savagely re 
torted: ä 

“Not a d—n bit, six.“ 

Then, sir, I will see you,” responded 
Youmans, rising from his chair. 

Tillman stood boldly facing him, scowling 
savagely as though be desired to chew him 
up.

Houston, Tex., August 16.—Democracy 
is rent in twain and a double-barreled con- 
vention is the result. The same scenes 
which were enacted in this city four years 
ago during the Stewart-Hutchinson cam- 
paign occurred today. 

It was a foregone conclusion that if the 
Hogg people, who had about two-thirds of 
the instructed delegates, attempted to con- 
trol the convention as they had a perfect 
right to do the Clark people would bolt. 
They had agreed upon this line of policy 
at their secret caucauses and today they 
earried it out, the convention never com- 
pleting of even getting to temporary or- 
ganization. The Clark faction as 
sert that knowing the danger of a dead- 
lock to the success of Governor Hogg, the 
chairman was to arbitrarily run the ma- 
chine and his attempt to do this brought on 
a fight. . 

When Chairman Finley assumed the gav- 
el and called the delegates to order, he coun- 
selled moderation and fairness and told 
the delegates to smooth the passion and pre- 
judice which had been engendered during 
the bitter campaign of the party for months 
and warned them of the dangers to democ- 
racy. He announced that the first thing 
was the election of temporary chairman. 
J. T. Sheppard, of Camp county, was nomi- 
nated by the Hogg people and Jonathan 
Lane, of Fayette county, was nominated 
by the Clark faction. 

Chairman Finley ordered the secretary 
to call the roll by counties and then a 
mighty yell of opposition went up. In 
numbers the Clark people had them. For 
200 votes they had 5,000 men to cast them 
and the convention, instead of being a 
body of constituted delegates, was in the 
hands of the multitude. 

Ex-Senator Mattock moved that a vote 
on the election of chairman be taken viva 
voce. 

Chairman Finley ruled this out of order 
and then a storm of indignation broke out 
afresh. Hundreds of delegates were on 
their feet wildly gesticulating and endeavor- 
ing to secure recognition while thousands 
in the hall were howling like ‘*agopers. 
Bedlam reigned supreme. 

the Win of voices Mattock ap- 
pealed from the decision of the chair. With 
stoical indifference Finley refused to entcr- 
tain the appeal and ordered the secretary 
to proceed with the roll call.

Many Clark counties refused to vote and 
the call by counties showed that Sheppard 
“= overwhelmingly elected. 

ust as the result was being announced, 
ex-Senator Mattock jumped on a chair and 
declared that the majority had been bull- 
dosed. The chair had, he said, vidlated all 
parliamentary law and custom and he asked 
all these who favored the election of Lane 
for temporary chairman to signify by say- 
ing “aye.” Clark delegates and spectators 
all chimed in and a mighty shout went up 
from six thousand throats and Mattock de 
clared Lane elected. In an instant the 
Clark banner waved ‘and then a mighty 
rush was made for the platform to secure 
half of it. i 

The scene which then ensued is inde- 
scribable. Men, in angry passion, were 
surging, rushing and pulling at the ‘tables 
and chairs and all the time yelling and 
cursing. Several fights were going on in 
the audience, and pistols and dangerous 
looking knives were flourished. 

For several minutes it looked aus 
though the bloody scene of Carnegie would 
be enacted.

The Stevens and Russell Forces Have 
Gathered at Albany. 


THE CONVENTION THERE TODAY 


Promises to Be One of the Most Ex- 
citing of the Year—The Night 
Before the Battle. 


Albany, Ga., August 16.—(Special.) — The 
warmest campaign that has been fought in 
this, the second congressional district, since 
the days of reconstruction, is now in full 
blast. All day the clans have been gather- 
ing, preparatory to the final fray, which 
tomorrow will witness. 

Since the withdrawal of Judge Turner 
from this district, it has been fighting 
ground for new congressional aspirants and 
during the campaign five of them have 
been in the field. At the opening of the, 
campaign the race for the democratic nomi- 
nation lay between Judge Jim Guerry, of 
Dawson; Colonel C. B. Wooten, of Albany, 
and Hon. R. G. Mitchell, of Thomasville. 
In January the district alliance was organ 
ized and, in February they held a conven- 
tion at Cuthbert for the purpose of endors- 
ing a candidate for congress and recom 
mending him to the democratic party for 
the nomination. How the convention met 
and endorsed Hon. O. B. Stevens, after 
which Colonel Mitchell and Judge Guer- 
ry withdrew from the race, has been told 
often before. Congressman Wooten con-

tinued to make the race against Mr. Stevens 
until his health failed him and he had 
to withdraw. Hon. Ben E. Russell, of 
Bainbridge, then entered the race against 
Mr. Stevens and has prosecuted it up to 
the present time. He made a _ thorough 
canvass of the district up to the time of 
holding primaries on the 30th of July. 
These were ordered by the congressional 
committee. The result of these July pri- 
maries was that six of the fifieen counties 
in the district went for Russell, giving him 
fourteen votes, while five went for Stevens, 
giving him ten votes. The other four coun- 
ies, Clay, Randolph, Thomas and Worth, 
eld two elections, at one of which Stevens 
delegates were chosen and at the other, 
Russell delegates were chosen. Primaries 
were called by the county committees and 
by the district committee. These four 
counties therefore have sent in contesting 
delegations The question at issue is 
whether the district committee had the right 
to name the date for the primaries or wheth- 
er that right belonged to the various coun- 
ty committees, as has been the universal 
custom. 

The convention opens tomorrow with 
fourteen Russell and ten Stevens dele- 
gates, the others being contested. It takes 
eighteen votes to elect and the committee 
on credentials will have to decide as to 
which & the contestants will be seated. 
There is no telling what that committee 
will do, as everybody is quiet upon the 
subject. There has been

The Criminal Record. 

very year, every month, every day, 
the record of lawlessness in this country 
grows blacker. 

Once the practice of lynching was con- 
fined to the frontier, and then to a few 
states, but now it is national, and is as 
likely to disturb public order in New York 
as in Texas. 

Within the past few weeks we have 
seen the military called out in Wyoming, 
Pennsylvania, Kentucky, Tennessee and 
New York to suppress outbreaks of a se- 
rious nature. 

Coming down to individual lawlessness, 
we find an unusual number of peculiarly 
horrible crimes reported in the daily news- 
papers from every section. 

In fact, the daily record is so full of 
horror that many good people turn away 
from the newspapers with a shudder and 
protest against printing such matters. 
Unfortunately, it would not be safe to 
adopt such a course. If the devil is 
turned loose, the people should be fore- 
warned of the dangers surrounding them. 
It is better to understand the situation 
than to enjoy the bliss of ignorance until 
it is too late to protect ourselves. 

Thoughtful men give various reasons for 
the dem0Yalization of the age. But every 
man has his fad, and he sees everything 
from a biased point of view. Irreligion, 
intemperance, poverty and discontent 
caused by oppressive conditions are as 
signed as some of the explanations of the 
prevailing criminal tendencies. 

If money is the root of all evil, it may 
be that the pursuit of wealth and its un- 
equal distribution have destroyed the 
moral equilibrium of the American peo- 
ple. Money is the disturbing factor in the 
majority of crimes, and in the lawlessness 
growing out of the labor troubles in Penn- 
sylvania, New York and Tennessee. It 
is true that many revoltiig crimes have 
no motive of pecuniary gain connected 
with them, but it is natural that they 
should follow in the train of general law- 
lessness. 

The money craze has as much to do 
with this epidemic of crime as any other 
one thing. It blunts conscience, makes 
people unscrupulous, destroys respect for 
law, and finally its victims throw off all 
restraint and plunge into reckless vio- 
lence. 

There will never be any decided reform 
until our people become more patient and 
contented. They must return to the sim- 
ple habits of their ancestors, accept life 
as it is and get rid of the notion that the 
remedy for unfortunate and unpleasant 
conditions is to rush into anarchy. Until 
people get into this wholesome frame of 
mind, the powers that be will find their 
way beset with difficulties, but they will 
have to enforce theslaw at all hazards, or 
we shall go from bad to worse. 


In the Sixth. 

The gathering of sixth district demo- 
crats now in session at Indian Springs 
may properly be referred to as a model 
de:nocratic convention. The several coun- 
ties of the district are represented by men 
who are among their best citizens—in 
fact, the strong men of the district are 
there.

Three men are held suspected of being 
Ellis’s comrades in the crime. As they 
are all three former associates of his it 
is thought at least probable that one of 
them is the man. 

Out of justice to the men it must be 
said that no other fact warranted their ar- 
rest than their friendship to Ellis. Upon 
this and the theory that Ellis is the right 
man the whole fabric of the case against 
them rests. 

The officers believe that one of the three 
men is the guilty one. All of the men will 
be held to be identified by Mrs. Parker, a 
neighbor of Ms. Looney’s who is said to 
have seen Ellis and another man near her 
home on the day of the killing. 

The men remained in the police station 
yesterday and last night. Sheriff P. O. 
McLain was at the seene of the killing, 
eleven miles out of Marietta, working up 
the case and he could not come to Atlanta 
for the prisoners. 

A Picture Caused It. 

_ Rufus F. Jones, one of the men arrested, 
is a young white man about thirty years 
old. He is a carpenter by trade. Formerly 
he was a close friend of Will Ellis’s and 
the two ran together a great deal. At one 
time he and Ellis had their pictures taken 
together and one of those pictures adorns 
the walls of Mrs. Looney’s home. 

Mrs. Parker identified the picture of 
Ellis as that of the man she had seen 
Sunday. The intimacy between Ellis and 
Jones was well known there, and it was 
at once thought they were the two men. 

Another Friend in It. 

A. E. Franklin, a painter, residing at 21 
Wallace street, is also a friend of Will 
Ellis’s. He is a married man about Ellis’s 
age. As he was frequently with Ellis and 
came with him to the police station when

The effect of these conditions on crops 
has bem far from encouraging. Cotton is 
particularly in need of rain. There are 
numerous complaints of shedding and nearly 
all reporters agree that it will be very 
sh@t. That portion of the crop on gray 
lands has sustained more dmage than any 
other. There it is turning yellow and shed- 
ding very badly. 

The corn crop, which, up to the present 
time, has been uniformly reported as in ex- 
cellent condition, is also suffering for the 
want of moisture and in some places it will 
be rather short. Early corn is in much 
better condition than the late crop. 
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Fruit is plentiful but in some sections it 


is of inferior quality and there are many 
complaints of rotting and dropping. 

Peas, potatocs, turnips and other small 
crops are in good condifion. 

In the middle portion of the state a more 
favorable state of affairs exists. There has 
been more rainfall and this, with an aver- 


‘age amount of heat and sunshine, has 


proved highly beneficial to all crops. } 
Cotton in the western counties is gener- 
ally in good condition, being much better on 
red than gray lands, but in the central and 
eastern sections the early crop has stopped 


growing and rust and shedding seem to be 


quite general. In the west section it is 
opening rapidly and picking will probably 
commence during the coming week. In 
many portions of the central and eastern 
sections picking is already in progress. 

Throughout this entire belt corn is in 
fine condition and fodder pulling is almost 
over. In some portions of the eastern 
counties corn is firing, but the larger por- 
tion of the crop is far above the average. 
During the present season there has been 
g large increase in the corn acreage, and 
from its flourishing condition it would seem 
that an enormous crop will be thrown upon 
the market. a 

Fruit, which has been so plentiful in the 
western and central sections, is about gone. 

Potatoes, peas, rice and all small crops 
are doing well. 

Reporters in the southwest section are 
the only ones who complain of excessive 
rainfalls. Here the weather of the past 
week proved very injurious to Aton, but 
it was generally favorable to all other crops 
with, perhaps, the exception of tobacco. In 
many places excessive rains fell, which, 
when followed by hot sunshine, caused 
cotton to shed greatly. In other southern 
counties the rainfall and temperature have 
been about the average except in a few 
laces where there has been too much rain 
or cotton. Cotton in the sonthwest is 
ope rapidly and picking has become gen- 
eral. Complaints of rust are very numer- 
ous this week. It is causing a premature 
822 of the bolls and Killing the plant. 

e entire cotton crop will be very short 
in this section and some correspondents 


State that it will not average more than 


50 per cent of the usual yield. The crop 
will also be short in the other sections of 
the southern tier of counties but the pros- 
pects in the southern and southeastern 
sections are more encouraging, although 
there is considerable shedding. 

Fodder pulling is abouf over and a fine 
crop has been saved, and corn, though 
somewhat injured by the unfavorable con- 
ditions of the last few weeks, will still 
mae an average crop. 

Obaceo cutting still continues and with 
a few exceptions the crop shows a fair 
average.
